General Hughes of the Island of Sa- 


mar reports the arrival of Sergeant 
Markley and one private from the

They say that most of the officers of 


the company who were at first report- 
ed as having escaped were killed with 
the men. 


Four hundred bolomen led the at- 


tack on the company, which was un- 
prepared, and the Americans killed 140 
of thwn. Many of the soldiers were 
killed in their quarters befote they 
had Ume to graps their weapons.

fora it all tbe eveslag was a group of 
snore or l«tt,expert amateur skippers, 
debating'the question of what the Co 
lumbla woald.be able to accomplish in 
tbe trl infill' wee on Tuesday. Every- 
one hoped Wr the beet and many recal- 
led that (lifting the preliminary racing 
with the doQstltution and Independence 
tbe Morgan float load shown much speed 
when sailing with started sheets. 


In tbe race on Tuesday, if the wind 


holds true, two of the legs of the tri- 
angle will be sailed under these condi- 
tions. One of the legs, probably the 
first, will be a beat of ten miles to tbe 
windward, the next will be a broad 
reach under large jib-topsails or baloon 
Jibe, while the third leg will be a close 
fetch to the finish line. 
. On these two reaches all the racers 
have shown great speed, and the Colum- 
bia has frecjwntly made one of the ten 
mile side of the triangular races in some- 
thing under three-quarters of an hour. 
It Is saW that the Shamrock II has 
shown a good fonrteen-knot gait in a 
reach, which is a trifle better that the 
Columbia has done, but such timing 
connot be considered absolutely reliable. 
At any rate in a good breeze, the race on 
Tuesday should be a fast one. 


Much will depend on the position of 


the boats at the start, but at the yacht 
club there seemed to be the ut- 
most confidence in Captain Ban- of the 
Columbia, despite the fact that he was 
out-generalled Saturday by the skip- 
per of the Shamrock II. With'the Co- 
lumbia holding the weather position at 
the start it seemed to be the opinion 
that she would keep it to tbe first turn. 
But here came tbe question of the Amer- 
ican boat's ability to hold the Shamrock 
In the next two legs. With her long lines 
there were many who semed to think 
that the challenger might outfoot the de- 
fender and that Capt. Barr's only re- 
source would be in a hot luffing match. 


If Captain Barr can win Tuesday's 


race, the clubmen will heave a long sigh 
of relief, but until that triangular con- 
test is decided in favor of the Columbia, 
the cup will be considered in danger. 


Saturday's race began the twelfth 


series for the cup. It was one of the 
closest and most exciting races ever 
sailed for the trophy. With a breeze 
of eleven knots, from a little south of 
east, Columbia and Shamrock II start- 
ed at 11 o'clock to resail the race whicb 
was not finished on Thursday. Sham- 
rock got the best of the jockeying for 
position and crossed the line in the 
weather berth with a lead of two sec- 
onds, official time. Shamrock held her 
advantage despite Columbia's attempt) 
to backwind her, and took the lead. 
Columbia was also unable to forereach 
tbe challenger and they started tbe long 
beat with the latter to-windward and 
clearly ahead. At 12:40 o'clock 
the 


Shamrock, which still held the wind- 
ward position, forced the Columbia to 
come about. The race to the outer 
mark was a magnificent contest. There 
was very little difference between the 
two yachts over the first half of the long 
beat, but Shamrock began to draw 
ilowly away after the outer mark was 
lighted. Shamrock rounded the stake- 
boat with a lead of 41 seconds. This 
was a gain of 39 seconds on the beat. 
On the Jim home the grand contest con- 
tinued. Both yachts, enveloped in a 
cloud of canvas, headed for the finish 
tine. Slowly but surely Columbia pulled 
op on her rival and finally took the lead, 
kolding it till tbe finish line was crossed, 
winning the race by one minute and 
twenty-three seconds corrected time.

AT M'KINLETS GRAVE 


Ghouls Attacked the Guard With 


Weapons Sunday Night 


Canton, O., Sept. 30.—A strange storj 


came from West lawn cemetery last 
night where a company of regulate from 
Fort Wayne, Mich., are guarding tht 
vault in which the body of the late 
President McKinley lies. It is to ef- 
fect that the guard on duty on top ot 
the vault fired a shot at one man who 
refused to heed his challenge; that the 
shot was diverted by another man who 
appeared from another direction and 
that an effort was made to stab the 
guard. Military regulations prevent 
either the officers or the men of the post 
from being quoted on any matter con- 
nected with their service and for this 
reason Captain Biddle, who is in com- 
mand, was obliged to decline to be 
quoted at the camp. He will make a 
full report to his superiors at once. Re- 
liable authorities made tbe following 
statement: 


Private De Prend was on guard duty 


on top of the vault at a point command- 
ing the entrance below and the man ap- 
proached from the-rear. Shortly before 
7:30 he saw what he took to be the face 
of a man peering from behind a tree 
about 40 feet from bis post. He watch- 
ed it for 20 minutes, he says and at 7:45 
saw the man hurry to a tree 10 feet 
nearer. He challanged the man to halt, 
but this was not heeded and the fellow 
approached nearer. De Prend levelled 
his gun and aimed to shoot for effect but 
just at that instant another man who 
came toward him from the opposite 
side, caught the gun, threw it up and the 
bullet was spent in the air. 


This s&me man struck DePrend on 


the right side of the abdomen with a 
knife or other sharp weapon, cutting 
an "L" gash in his overcoat an inch and 
a half each way and a smaller one in his 
blouse. The flesh was not broken, but 
was bruised under the cuts in the cloth- 
ing. 
De Prend in the struggle fell and 


rolled down the side of the vanlt. Lieu- 
tenant Ashbridge, officer of theday, was 
in front of the vault and rushed to the 
top on hearing the shot, but the men 
made good their escape., All members 
from the company on hearing the shot 
hurried to the vanlt and besides search- 
ing the cemetery the guard was in- 
creased. 


De Prend is a recruit enlisted in New 


York four months ago. He is said to 
be an excellent soldier and to have a 
fine record with his oflicers. He says 
the roan who attacked him was masked, 
but the first one he saw was not masked. 
He says the latter carried a white pack- 
age in his right hand and something 
that glittered in his left 
> 


Since the incident stories have been 


told in camp of some Incendiary conver- 
sation overheard in the crowds that 
have visited tbe cemetery, including one 
today alleging that some strangeer said 
"Lots of people would like to see this 
whole thing>blpwn up."

Washington, Sept. 30.— News of the 


disastrous fight between troops of the 
9th infantry, and the insurgents in the 
island of Samar, was sent promptly 
by Gen. Hughes, commanding in that 
island, to General Cbaffee and by him 
transmittedjto the war department dur- 
ing the early, hours today and Adjutant 
General CorbJn, realizing its Impor- 
tance, at once made it public, after send- 
ing a copy to the White House. General 
Chaff ee's despatch agrees with the As* 
sociated Press despatch. 


The news created genuine surprise in 


official circles. It was the first severe 
reverse that has occurred for a long 
time. Still the officials were not unpre- 
pared for news of just this character 
from Sainar, in which he revolution 
started by Agulnaldo still continues. 
Samar is a country about as large as the 
state of Ohio and the American forces 
of occupation number in all between 
2,000 and 2,500 men. These are distrib- 
uted among various posts in the island, 
a large number being located at the 
more important centres. Spain never 
made any effort to occupy Samar ami it 
has been for probably three months 
past that the United States has under- 
taken that work. The latest report 
made by General Hughes to the war de- 
partment was that the number of insur- 
gents rifles in the island aggregated 
about 300. The Filipinos carried on a 
guerilla warfare and operations against 
them were difficult. The disaster to 
company C, of the 9th infantry occurred, 
it is believed, while it was engaged in 
an expedition to clear the country of 
roving bands of these insurgents.

Southerland, describing the cruise from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago said that from 
midnight of May 24 to the afternoon of 
the 25th the Eagle had made very bad 
weather.

when about 35 miles from Santiago," he 
said, "I was called alongside the flag- 
ship, and the commodore directed me 
to go to Port Antonio for coal, and to 
report rough weather south of Cuba.

urday's yacht race when Columbia slid 
her jib-boom across the finish line 
three lengths ahead of Shamrock II.

It again, for never did challenger push 
defender harder for America's cup. 
Back in 1893 yachtsmen recall how the 
Vigilant had only a 40 second lead on 
Valkyrie II, but Shamrock II cut five 
Seconds off even of that small margin. 
The wise ones were right when, after 
studying the lines of the second Sham- 
rock, they said sh« was the best to 
puab the fastest yacht in the world 
closer than she was ever poisKed be- 
fore. 


The result of the first race has shat- 


tered the firm conviction of American 
yachtsmen that the Columbia was in- 
vincible in windward work. It was 
here that the British yach outsailed 
h«r, although only by 39 secondf. It 
was only when the mark was rounded 
and the yachts were running before 
the wind that the 
polished hull of 


Herreshoff's craft slid past the Wat- 
son design into a lead that she was 
able to hold. But one direction doesn'l 
make a yacht race. 


It was a glorious struggle, one to 


thrill the blood and set the nerve's a- 
tingllng. It is-in such a race that we 
would win, that we may 
hold the 


precious cup and still give the cheery 
Irish gentleman who brings his yacht 
to seek it all the comfort that may be 
bis without the cup. Sir Thomas Lipton 
wHl long remain the ideal sportsman, 
the standard, by which men shall base 
tbtir own attitude to any honest com- 
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petition. Ha wins added admiration 
every time be loses a race. If we 
should wish him to win one of the cup 
series it would be to bear bow he 
would express his satisfaction. For 
he is a past master of gracefully ac- 
knowledging deteat. Here is part of 
what he said after Saturday's race as 
the reporters met him: 


"Well, i* is one mark against us, 


boys, but in my own heart I am just 
as hopeful as I was this morning, be- 
cause I know what the Shamrock can 
do in a breeze. If we've got the wind, 
we're all right. I have no complaint 
to make, and if I had I'd make it to 
the New York yacht club and not to 
the public. It was a beautiful race. I 
don't think it could have been closer. 
It was a fair and square race. The 
wind was true. There never was a 
closer race with two boats.

could find fault with the way they 
were handled. They were sailed as 
well as boats could be sailed."

city. 


First it was said {hat the Hoosac 


Valley street railway company had 
sold out to the big million dollar com- 
pany. 
The rumor even named the 


price of the shares, $260. Then ac- 
cording to rumor Mr. Richmond had 
sold all his Interests In the local road 
to A. C. Houghton; and to crown it 
all Mr. Houghton had bought a con- 
trolling interest in the Berkshire com- 
pany. 


All these rumors are _emphatlcally 


and 
absoltuely denied today by the 


several parties Interested. 
President 


Gillett of the Berkshire company was 
reached at Pittsfield this morning and 
said 
the rumors about -his company 


were absolutely without foundation. 


Both Mr. Houghton and Mr. Rlch- 


m'ond were seen In this city and add- 
ed their denials. 


But there are big things ahead In 


street railway circles here. Many have 
supposed that the two new franchises 
just petitioned for by the Hoosac Val- 
ley company were sought 
that they 


might be held against possible com- 
petition and that there was no inten- 
tion of track building at once. 


This is not so. The company means 


business and it was positively stated 
today, will build as soon as the pre- 
liminaries can be arranged. The com- 
pany recognizes the fact that Its Ad- 
ams line is not what it should be In 
these days of high perfection in street 
railway 
building and the object of 


seeking a new line by way of Church 
street and the back road Is to give 'op- 
portunity for building a road with the 
best of road beds and heavy rails that 
fast time may be made. 


The Cheshire extension of the Hoo- 


sac valley company is being construct- 
ed with these ideas in mind, 
and a 


member of the state railroad commis- 
sion who recently examined the new 
road 
pronounced it the best In the 


state, both in roadbed and rails. 


The new line, constructed in this 


way, will also save one grade crossing, 
and the line through the county will be 
a much better one than if the old line 
were used. 


After the new line is completed, the 


old one is to be taken up and built 
in the same modern way. In short we 
are to have nothing but the best here. 


It was stated this morning that there 


would probably be no opposition, or at 
least very little, to the Church street 
route, but the company seeks 
only 


what is best for the city and if unex- 
pected opposition should develop the 
company will try to secure a route 
that wih be acceptable.

Well Known Adams Physician Dies as 


Result of Accident 


Dr. Daniel Ellsworth Thayer of Ad- 


ams died Sunday night at the Win- 
chendon private sanatorium, where he 
went a week ago today for rest. The 
cause of his death was complete ner- 
vous exhaustion, following an accident 
which occurred last May and which is 
thought to have been largely responsi- 
ble for his death. 


On May 9, while he was driving down 


a hill In Adams, a part of the harness 
broke, and the horse started to run 
away. The animal soon began to kick, 
and struck Dr. Thayer in the arm, 
fracturing the arm and dislocating hus 
elbow. These injuries gave him con- 
tinued trouble ,and the consequent in- 
ability to attend to his practice, in 
which he took the deepest personal in- 
terest, prayed on his rnind. Of late he 
had been growing worse, and a week 
ago went to the sanatorium in the 
hope that he might find rest and the 
restoration of his health.. 


The news .of his death was a sad 


blow to his family and to the many 
friends who 'knew him in Adams. He 
had practiced there for the last 13 
years, and had built up ,a good prac- 
tice, while his friendship was large. 


Dr. Thayer was born,in Plainfield 58 


years ago, the son of Lyman Thayer. 
He attended the district schools of his 
native town until he was 14 years of 
age, and then went to Amherst, where 
lie was able by hard work to put him- 
self through the preparatory school 
which ,was 
then 
conducted there 


through Amherst college, from which 
he was graduated. 


From there he went to 
Chicago, 


working his way through the Chicago 
medical college .being graduated in 
the class of 1871. He first went to Vir- 
ginia, where he practiced 
for some 


time, but in 1878 he came to Cheshire, 
where he practiced for 10 years. While 
there he began to take an active in- 
terest in democratic politics, and was 
sent to the legislature to represent the 
third Berkshire district on the demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Since moving from Cheshire to Ad- 


ams in 188S he continued his interest 
in politics and was prominent in othf-r 
ways. 


He wa« ot the time of his death a 


trustee of the Adams free library^serv 
ing his third term, and was a member 
of the Massachusetts, Berkshire and 
Northern Berkshire medicil societies. 
He was also vice-president of 
the 


Berkshire historical society, in which 
he was much interested. 


He leaves his wife and three chil- 


dren, Gay D. Thayer of Adams, Clif- 
ford H. Thayer of Greenfield, and Mrs. 
Henry S. Worden of Greenfield. 


He also leaves one brother, Hosea M. 


Thayer of Roxbury, and five sisters, 
one living in Amherst, two in Hart- 
ford and two in Plainfield. 


The funeral will be held at the house 


on Pleasant street Wednesday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock .

The one pounder automatic machine 


gun is based on the same principle as 
that of the well known Hotchklss rifle 
caliber machine gun, but the details 
of the mechanism have been greatly 
modified in order to simplify the con- 
struction and strengthen the breech 
closure, says the New York Sun. The 
gnn consists of thirty-three component 
parts, of which fifteen comprise the op- 
erating mechanism. In these latter are 
contained no screws or pins and only 
three springs, of which one alone is 
essential to the working of the gun. 
All the motions of the mechanism are 
parallel to the axis of the gun, and 
therefore the accuracy of fire is not 
affected by the vibrations. The entire 
mechanism may be dismounted or as- 
sembled in about thirty seconds with- 
out the use of tools and has been so 
designed and simplified that It may be 
operated and cared for by any man of 
ordinary intelligence. 


The firing gear is arranged for firing 


single shots or continuously at will, the 
rate of fire in the latter case attaining 
200 rounds per minute. The gun is 
loaded by means of feed strips holding 
eight or ten rounds or by belts of 
twenty-five or fifty pounds. The rate 
of fire is the same for both methods of 
loading. 
Ijfrth strips and belts are 


made wholly of mild steel and may be 
employed indefinitely without reform- 
ing and, being entirely metallic, are 
not affected by water and climatic 
conditions. The feed mechanism is in- 
dependent of gravity and is not influ- 
enced by th* elevation or depression of 
the piece. 


The cartridges are not fed into the 


chamber until the instant of firing and 
consequently are not subjected to ex- 
cessive temperature in case the firing 
is suspended with, the gun loaded. The 
barrel is fitted with a radiator which 
absorbs a great portion of the heat de- 
veloped by the powder and obviates the 
necessity of a water jacket. 


The principle of action may be stated 


briefly thus: A gas port is drilled into 
the barrel of the gun a few calibers 
from the muzzle and brings the bore j 
into communication with a cylinder 
parallel to and beneath it. Within the 
cylinder is a piston, and when on the 
discharge of the gun the projectile 
passes beyond the gas port the powder 
gas enters the cylinder and throws the 
piston to the rear. The rearward mo- 
tion of the piston compresses the main 
spring, and this, when not prevented 
by the trigger, immediately returns the 
piston to its original position. The re- 
maining parts of the mechanism are 
actuated by this reciprocating piston 
and perform the operation of opening 
and closing the breech, extraction and 
ejection of the empty cartridge case, 
feeding, loading and firing. 


The gun, weighing about 374 pounds, 


has a bore of 1.46 inches and fires a 
projectile weighing one pound with a 
muzzle velocity of 1,640 foot seconds. 
The cartridges are normally loaded 
with a charge of forty grams of French 
smokeless powder with an igniter of 
two grams. 


The mountings are of various forms— 


for naval deck, boat, masthead, land- 
ing, field, barbette and casemate. In 
field operations the role of the one 
pounder gun is intermediate between 
that of field artillery and machine 
guns. For this reason an equipment of 
great mobility is required together 
with provision for carrying a large 
quantity of ammunition. 


The weight behind the gun team is 


2,222 pouiids, and that of the caisson 
fully equipped is 2,420 pounds. The 
limber carries 2S8 pounds and the cais- 
son 57C. 


This pi«cc- represents the latest im- 


provements in gun construction and is

TO FARMER'S AND MEAT DEAL- 


ERS. 


In accordance with the recent law, 


enacted by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature, the Board of Health of 'Wil- 
liamstown. has appointed Lemuel C. 
Torrey of Williamstown inspector of 
meat. All person or persons will Here- 
after be required to have duly inspect- 
ed at time of slaughter by the reg- 
ularly appointed inspector, all meats 
which are to be sold or exposed for 
sale; and all cattle must be inspect- 
ed before killing, unless such cattle 
have been duly examined in accord- 
ance -with the law. AH meats and 
cattle thus inspected ,will be officially 
stamped by th)e inspector and any 
person or persons selling or exposing 
for sale meats not properly stamped 
will be prosecuted according to the 
act relating thereto.

F«NE MARBLE iN ALASKA. 


Depoaita Snid to Be B«u»l to 
tlic Carrara Product. 


J. E. Cronin, who has recently re- 


turned froft Marble creek, on Prince 
of Wales island, and W. K. Sheldon, 
who has Just joined him from ^ San 
Francisco, have some wonderful £tbries 
to tell of the fine character of the mar- 
ble to be found at Shakan, on Prince 
Edward island, says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer. The marble is said to be 
equal to the .best Italian marble. Mr. 
Sheldon said: 


"When I received samples of this 


marble last February, I saw at once 
that it was unlihe any marble now be- 
ing produced ia the United States, but 
Identical with the marble produced in 
the world famous quarries of Carrara, 
Italy. While there are a number of 
profitable quarries in the United States 
and a large amount of American mar- 
ble is used, yet the Italian product has 
always occupied a field which no Amer- 
ican marble could fill, as evidenced by 
the fact that during the fiscal year end- 
ed June SO, 1900, nearly 40,000 tons of 
Italian marble were imported into the 
United States. This marble from Alas- 
ka in texture, color and chemical analy- 
sis is identical with the Carrara de- 
posit, and tlaero is.no reason why it 
should not supplant the foreign product 
entirely. 


"I went to Alaska In March and 


found a mountain 6f high grade mar- 
ble. While I was fully convinced as to 
the quality of the material, I did not 
wish to make a final report on the 
property as a commercial proposition 
until large blocks had been quarried, 
taken to the market and sawed. We 
therefore quarried a number of blocks, 
and I took them to San Francisco and 
had several of them sawed. 
These 


blocks, of course, were taken from the 
surface of the ground and, having been 
subjected to climatic influences for sev- 
eral centuries, were'soft for a depth of 
several inches from the surface, but 
the trial demonstrated the fact that 
the deposit is a remarkably sound one, 
and I have every reason to believe that 
the percentage of high grade sound 
marble will be much larger than in 
any of the deposits now being worked 
In the United States. In fact, when 
you consider that in developing marble 
quarries it is customary to take out 
and throw away from teri to twenty 
feet of the surface material the results 
obtained are unprecedented. 


"The amount of the matter Is that on 


an island in southeastern Alaska, with- 
in a few feet of deep water, there is a 
larger area of high grade marble than 
the combined areas of all the quarries 
now being worked in the United 
States."

much In rogue because it is Intended to 
give a man with any sort of a shape or

looking appearance has Introduced 
with it a new way of greeting your 
male friends. It is a sort of modifica- 
tion of the military officer's salute and 
is very easy to learn and makes a dis- 
tinguished and graceful salute. 


It is also the very latest, and so if y<to

Record-Herald, consists of these three 
simple movements: First, when the per- 
son is about seven paces away you 
throw either the right or the left arm, 
as the case may be, easily and gracef oi- 
ly up in front of you, so the upper arm 
is perpendicular to the body and the 
forearm is obliquely across the body, so 
that the fingers touch the rim of your 
hat near tLe front and center of the 
face; the band is open, the palm being 
nearest the face, and the fingers are 
close together and slightly bent, with 
the thumb hidden by being in front of 
the first finger and nearest the face. 
Second, you incline slightly, and re- 
move your hand about four inches in 
front of your face. Third, when the 
person has passed you, you straighten 
up and throw your arm smartly at the 
side.

FARMING ON THE YUKON. 


Good Ground For Vegetable*-Barley 


nud Rye Ripen. 


The outlook for gardening and some 


agriculture in the cold region of Alaska 
along the Yukon is made quite en- 
couraging by official reports recently 
received at the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington. 
Professor C. C. Georgeson, who is in 
charge of the Alaska experiment sta- 
tions, has spent the summer in the in- 
terior and along the Yukon valley, vis- 
iting the experiment station establish- 
ed by the department of agriculture 
last year at Rampart, just outside "the 
arctic circle, and other points where 
experiments were arranged for. 


Good gardens were found all along 


the route, especially at Eagle City and 
Holy Cross Mission. Although the sea- 
son was unusually late this year, new 
potatoes, cabbage, cauliflower, beets 
aud other vegetables were ready for 
the table before the middle of August, 
and lettuce, radishes and turnips, 
grown in the open, had been in use for 
some weeks. Flower gardens contain- 
ing a large variety of annuals grown 
from seed furnished last yonr were in 
full bloom. At the station at Rampart 
rye, seeded the previous fall, wintered 
perfectly and was ripe in July. Spring 
seeded barley had ripened about the 
middle of August, and there was quite 
a prospect for oats and wheat to ma- 
ture. 


Extensive areas of excellent land 


were found on the lower Yukon upon 
which fhere was an abundant and of- 
ten luxurious growth of grass over six 
feet high. The abundant moisture and 
long days during the summer months 
account for the surprising luxuriance 
of vegetation in that far north region.

FIGHTING SAN JOSE SCALE 


*f Applying; « Government | 


Preparation Fonn* i« Be Vaeful. ; 
A number of Inquiries have come to 


tne Arnold arboretum In Boston, as 
the chief center of tree study In thej 
United States, aa to the {test methods 
of getting rid of the San Jose scale. 
Fortunately the arboretum seems to be 
free from the pest, and the director, 
Professor Charlas S. Sargent, says that 
li has not been necessary for his as- 
sistants to study It with the care that 
has been devoted to Its habits at sever- 
ni of tie sitate agricultural stations. Mr. 
Jackson Dawson. however, the super- 
intendent and head gardener of the ar- 
boretum, has recently given some ad- 
vice aa to the best method of applying 
one of the standard giflRrnment prepa- 
rations for exterminating the scale 
which seems likely to be generally use- 
ful. 


The preparation referred to Is that 


recommended for an uncertain climate 
liable to rains and showers and 'is as 
follows: "Whale oil or fish oil soap, 
preferably made with potash lye, Is dis- 
solved In water by boiling at the rate 
of two pounds of soap to a gallon of 
water. It is applied hot, and on a 
moderately warm day in winter It can 
be put on the trees with an ordinary. 
spray pump. 


Mr. Dawson suggests February and 


March as the best months for this soap 
treatment and as tbe most thorough 
means of applying it an ordinary flat 
paint brush, with which every part of 
tbe Infected tree should be gone over. 
The brush, Mr. Dawson says, is usual- 
ly more effective than the spray In all 
similar applications, but it should be 
followed later, perhaps Just before the 
budding of the tree, \ff a thorough 
syringing with the same wash made up 
In about half the usual strength. Iq 
midsummer a still more diluted wash, 
perhaps ten gallons of water to a 
pound of soap, may be serviceable 
against the scale and by the addition 
of a teaepoonful of parts green to a gal* 
Ion of water be made an effective gen- 
eral insecticide. 


It has been announced that an at- 


tempt Is being made to find a parasite 
of the scale In Japan for use In Infect- 
ed districts lu this country, and It Is 
Interesting in this connection to learn 
that the American scientists who have 
gone there with this idea In mind have 
found tbe Japanese using the brush in 
Just the same way as has been recom- 
mended by Mr. Dawson.

Plain Looking Residence For the 


Ki-Prenidcnt »t Princeton. 


Former President Grover Cleveland 


Is having a plain, democratic residence 
built for his use at Pnncetou, N. J., 
that is to cost not quite $8,000, eays the 
New York Journal. 
\\\: Cleveland ex- 


pects to get into bis new house by the 
holidays. 


The structure is what is known as a 


"plaster house"—that is to say, It Is a 
frame building plastered Inside and out. 
elde. The usual coats of plaster will 
goon be spread on the interior walls 
upon wire lath which rest upon papei 
sheathing. 


Then upon the outside of the stud- 


ding is another surface of rough 
boards, which in turn is covered with 
building paper of the impervious kind, 
and upon this paper the wire lath are 
fastened. Plaster of a beautiful gray 
shade is smeared over this to the depth 
of an inch or more. This outside plas- 
ter surface will take a coat of paint 
later on. 


The latticed windows are very wide, 


both on the ground floor and in the sec- 
ond story. The front portico is colon- 
naded with two square piaster columns 
and four round wooden columns, and 
the entrance thus formed to tbe front 
door is very imposing. 


Another striking peculiarity of this 


building is the roof. It is made mostly 
of bright red tiles and can be distin- 
guished at a great distance. It wiil 
be remembered that the last residence 
of Mr. Cleveland in Washington while 
he was president had a roof covered 
with shingles which were stained such 
a brilliant color that the house soon 
became known a£ Red Top. 


This appellation, assuming a national 


character, clung to the house after Mr. 
Cleveland disposed of the propertv. 
The new dwelling will, therefore, IG 
please Mr. Cleveland's predilection for 
bright colors, be known as Crimson 
Top,, the roof tiles are of such bright 
hue. 


The cost of the house, under $8,000, 


indicates that much of the expense baa 
been appropriated to the interior.
